Ldwards, of the 
Church of iMiglaiid, prisoner, siip|ioiled 
by (.'oiistables Hussy and .\ riiistroiig, 
S'heriir I'bairaiid Deputy Sherill' iMcKay, 
and s))ectators. When the scallold was 
reached and the iirisoncr placed on the 
I nip he looked down at it. his eyes closed 
and his head fell on ills breast, and he 
showed no further conscionsnoss of what 
was being done and had to be held up by 
tho constables while the noosi' and black- 
cap were being placeil over his lu'ad. 
While Rev. Ldwards .said prayer the 
sherill' gave the signal, the droj) fell ami 
ihe hod3- swung to and fro without the 
least sigti of a struggle. The neck was 
dislocated and he was pronounced dead 
nine minutes after the fall. Aftorwtirds 
tho coroner's clerk held an inipiost on the 
b.'iiiy. (ireat credit is due Slun-iH' I'liair 
nnd Constables Hiis.sy and .\rmslrong for 
having everything work iii such an excel- 
lent inaniicr. The l)ody was buried iu 
the public cemetery. 



TlIK SF.ATTIiE TRIAL. 

Albert Kriedrlcli (,'iiiivlcted of Miirdi-r in the 
First Di'irriM.. 

.SE.vrTLK, Nov. 10. —The jury in the 
ease of Albeit Friedrioh, on trial for the 
murder of Julius Sherbcriii;.,, this evening 
teturned a verdict of murder in the lirst 
degree, after being out but tweiity-two 
minutes. The case is ii most e.xtiaordiii- 
ary one. Friedrich and Sliorberiiig were 
fast friends and were iiiiich in each other's 
company. On tho evening of .luly II 
i hoy took a walk together in the suburlis. 
When they had reached a lonely spot 
Friedrich fell a few steps behind Sherber- 
ilig, placed a revolver to the back of his 
heiM^I and lired. He then rilled the pock- 
ets of his vict im and hurried away. He 
was arrested two days later and was ideii- 
titied by Sherboring before his death as 
the man who shot him. In spite of the 
overwhelming evidence against him, Fried- 
rich has all along inaintained liiv inno- 
cence. He received the verdict without 
betraying the sliglilest feeling and was ap- 
parently llic iii(;:,t iiiici'iii;erned man in the 
courtroom. He is siiid to liavi' boasted to 
his fellow-prisoners while in jail that he 
would commit suicide rather than be 
hanged for his crimej 

A motion was made for a new trial and 
November 25 fixed as the dtiyforargii- 
ineut.
